We left Dixon two hours late, hut 
at s o’clock we had arrived in thy city 
and were out at St. Luke’s hospital at 
No. 142fi Imlianaavenue, 
Sam!was at 
once assigned a room and was given 
hospital clothing to put on. 
Soon at­ 
tendants came in and liftingihim upon 
a wheeled support took him to the 
operating room where about a dozen 
doctors and studcnts had gathered to 
watch the operation. 
No anesthetic 
was given and he experienced 
little 
pain during his t went v-minute stay in 
the room. 
Dr. Casey A. Wood was 
the specialist 
who did

work 
and he explained the case and de­ 
scribed the work to the students as he 
went along. 
Vfter Bam was on the 
operat ing table cocaine was dropped in 
1 lie eye while a big magnet was rolled

With deli 
cate forceps the doctor worked away 
Five times the current was turned on 
and off ftom the magnet. 
“ The next 
time it will come," he announced, “ so 
put on the full power “ This was 
done, a sharp click was heard, the 
piece of steel was seen clinging to the 
end of the 
magnet and 
everybody 
looked relieved. The eye was instant­ 
ly was)led and bandaged 
and then 
Sam was taken 
to bis 
room. 
Dr. 
Wood said to him “ 1 am almost posi 
live that I can save your eyesight,” 
which was good news to both of us 
'Fhe piece of steel was one of the larg 
est ever extracted from an eye by Dr. 
Wood. 
It was one-third of an inch 
long, one-eighth of an inch wide and 
wedge-shaped. 
It did not touch the 
center of the eye, and by the doctor’s 
work came out where It went in. 
Mr. Huggins 
will remain at the 
hospital about three weeks, 
but. it. 
will be known tomorrow as to the out­ 
come of the operation. 
Every one of 
his many friends In this city will hope 
and pray that his eyesight, may be 
spared to ibis young man, who is now 
in t he prime of life..

There is no cold 
weather to bother them in the winter, 
as a frost is a rare thing in thai sec­ 
tion of the country; no intense heat 
or (lies in the summer and the cows 
are fed all the year on alfalfa, rutu 
bagas and pumpkins.
